Ill llie preceding luiinber we showed that 
sl.ivcry is in itself sinful : because it robs 
man of the natural right of personal owner- 
ship, the foundation of all other rights, and 
the dearest of all possessions. 

2. In the second place, it i.s sinful, be- 
cause it lakes from man /lis rl^ht to serve 
God ox he chooses. The slave must serve 
u-/iere, tuhen. and as the master chooses. 

And is it right that man's religious rights 
shall be subject to the whim of another .' — 
Shall his immortal interests be trammeled 
by human institutions? Is this a matter of 
small moment? Then, I ask, what means 
tliis commotion in Europe and .\merica 
about a few Scolh Reformers ? Are they 
contending for personal safety ? No ! For 
political freedom? No! What then? — 
Helioious freedom? Yes! What form? 
I'rivilege of studying Gotl'sword? No! 
Privilege of worstiipping (Jod on the week 
day? No! That they may n// do so on 
the Sabbath ? No! For a minister to ex- 
pound 10 tliem the word of (iod ? No ! 
Whit then ? Ay, the kiad of minister they 
want. It is not enough in the eyes of jus- 
tice to man and glory to Goil, that they 
should have the word of Ood in its purity, 
M'ith education and opportunities to study 
it where, when and as long as they choose; 
but they must have a man of their own 
choosing to minister to them. For the 
pooil of their own souls, the purity of re- 
ligion, the protection of their rights, and 
the glory of (iod, they feel that the govern- 
ment cannot choose for them. And what 
true American does not applaud their ef- 
forts ? Thousands of dollars have we sent 
over to help them. And yet we have in 
onr midst an institution which, compared 
with Scotch invasion, is as the mountain to 
the knoll, the ocean to the rivulel. And 
shall we be so inconsistent as to applaud 
and defcnil religious liberty abroail, and at 
home practice, or wink at oppression of the 
deepest dye? — oppression that reaches to 
the very soul ? We rejoice that the relig- 
ious condition of the slave in Kentucky is 



sponsible power. O, my dear reailcrs, those 
of lis who may be husbands, or parents, let 
us for a moment imagine what would be the 
anguish of our souls if we were compelled 
to stand by ami see the cowhide applied to 
the tender llesh of the wife of our bosom, or 
the child of our boily. Who, oh ! who that 
has the feelings of a man, could look upon 
such a sight. Were it your case, dear 
reader, overruled, as is the poor slave, by 
superior numbers and cruel laws, all that 
you could do would be to wipe from your 
eyes the tear of sorrow, and hide within 
your bosom that anguish of soul that knows 
no equal this side of the grave. And though 
their bodies were spaicd, and were what is 
termed " well clothed and well fed," still, 
could you bear to sec them driven like 
beasts of burden to unrequited toil ? 

Every stroke of the slave is extorted by 
fear ; for no man will, as a slave, toil with- 
out recompense, only from fear of punish- 
ment, j^d has it come lo this, that in 
libertv boasting America, three millions of 
our fellow beings arc driven, under lash, 
like beasts, to toil for the ease, the wealth, 
Ihe pride of others ? Was ever despolism 
so complete, and so degrading? And must 
this be llie condition of man, who was made 
a little lower than the angels? Forbid it 
humanity, forbid it heaven ! 

Trulv may we say in the language of 
Holy Writ, "Judgment is turned away 
backward, and justice slandetli afar off; for 
truth is fallen in the streets and equity can- 
not enter. And the Lord saw it, and it dis- 
pleased him that there was no judgment." 

Nor may we, either as slaveholders, or 
non-slaveholders, say, I have not done it: 
" For if those forbear to delivhr them that 
are drawn lo death, and those that are ready 
to be slain ; if thou saycsl, Ilehold we know 
it not ; doth not he that pondereth the heart 
consider it? and he that keepeth thy soul, 
doth he not know it? and shall he not ren- 
der to every man according to his works ?" 

No MAN can do duty ami be silent. The 
God of his being, and final destiny, de- 
mands action at his hands. 

4. Slavery takes from man the right to 
acquire and hold property. 

Every man has by nature a right to the 
prodncis of his own labor. Whatever val- 
ue I create by my own labor, or by the in- 
nocent use of the other means which God 
has given me, is mine. So says Waylaiul. 
'I'his, indeed, is the true ground on which 
all men oritrinally acquire a right to pro- 
perly. The fruils of the tree, the timber 
of the forest, the fish of the sea, the ground 
we cultivate, survey, or enclose, becomes 
ours by labor bestowed. So plain is this 
truth, that the large mass of the human 
family have acted upon it fur more than 
five thousand years. The defence of this 
right, was the ground of the American 
Revolution. " The objection which the

can look upon llieir ignorance of evangeli- 
cal truth, but with feelings of the deepest 
regret. Who does not know that the large 
ma-^s of them are very heathens, so far as 
a knowledge of God's word is concerned ? 
Auit who does not know, that in several of 
our southern SiJioe. fur many yeir-o. Inua 
Iiave been passeil forbidding slaves to be 
taught to read.* To them the word of 
God is a sealed hook ; though the com- 
mand to all is, search the Scriptures. And 
who does not know that public sentiment 
in the slaveholding districts of our own 
Slate, amounts lo the same prohibilions. — 
Oh! brethren, shall we not only fetter the 
boilj', but put out the eyes of the soul ? — 
Shall we make his hotly the subject of lust 
for time, and stamp his soul with torments 
for eternity ? Forbid it consistency, forbid 
it conscience, forbid it heaven? 

Then I say to every slaveholder, in the 
worils of holy writ, " Break every yoke, 
and let the oppressed go free." And to 
brother non-slaveholders I would say, if we 
by our vole sustain, or by our silence sanc- 
tion, we are " partakers in other men's 
sins." No man can do duly and be silent. 
" Whoso hath this world'* goods," (food, 
clothing, money, a voice to plead, and a 
rote to decree.) " and seetli his brother 
have need, and siidttetii up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwellcth the 
love of God in him ? " 

3. Slavery takes from man the right of 
personal security. 

Personal security is also classed among 
the natural rights of man: "for the protection 
of which," says our Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, " Governments are instituted among 
men ; deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed : that whenever 
any form of government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the right of the peo- 
plt; lo alter, or abolish il." 

'i'hc law of God also forbids the invasion 
of this right. The sixth commandment 
forbids that injury should be oflered to the 
person of man. 

A rule of interpretation, as recognized 
both in civil and divine law is, that when 
any precept forbids the highest crime of 
any class of wrongs, il forbids all smaller 
ones of the same class. So when the sixth 
command forliids us to kill the body of our 
fellow man, it also forliids all other vio- 
lences that may be olTered lo his person. 

Hut slavery says it shall be lawful to vio- 
late both the ftiiulaiTiental principle of the 
civil law, and the plain teachings of reveal- 
ed law. 

If the slave shall leave the master's prem- 
ises and go to anolhe^ for the purpose of 
worshipping God, or some duly lo his fam- 
ily, slavery makes il lawful that he may be 
severely punisheil. If he persist in duty, 
or resist oflered violent;e, without any at- 
tempt to injure the person inflicting punish- 
ment, he may be beaten to bloodshed. — 
The law providing for relief in case of 
cruel treatment, even to death, is a mere 
nullity. The civil law has cut the sinews 
of industry, economy, and virtue, by taking 
away character, and a recompence for la- 
bor; it has placed ihe whip in the hands 
of the master, and subjected the poor slave 



body that bends beneath the burdens of 
others, cannot have so much as protection 
from those for wlioiii il toils. "I'is hard, 
that man, who was "made lord of creation," 
cannot so much as own himself, his wife, 
his child. 'Tis hard, that the soul made in 
the image of its God, cannot have the priv- 
ilege of worshipping its God as it chooses, 
or may deem right. Never was despolism 
more galling. Even the Pasha of Egypl. 
though he claims ihe lands on which his 
subjects live, and a large part of whal llicy 
raise, yet he leaves them the oit-ner of 
thrmarlves, their wives, their children, 
their household stufl', and a part of what 
they raise, but sliivery lakes all. Other 
dt^spots leave a part, but slaveholders take 
all. It is worse than high wav robbery. 
The robber, so he get my property is wil- 
ling to leave me the owner of my wile, my 
child, and myself, that I may acquire more, 
but slavery lakes all. 

If there be anything that man can tlo to 
his fellow man that is sin, slavery is sin. 
And tell me not that this monster sin, this 
complication of wongs, is sanctioned or 
even tolerated by the Bible. Has God 
given us a long list of commands guarding 
man's every right, and then sanctioned this 
monster which, al one fell blow, robs man 
of every right? Il cannot be.

The trial of Maxwell, the reputed hus- 
band of the professional murderess, Mail- 
aine Coslello, and the alleged participant in 
the commission and concealment of her 
crimes, is now going on in the Court of 
Sessions, New York. The disclosures 
made hy one of the witnesses, Carrol, of 
the deliberate attrocities which have been 
perpelraled in CostcUo's charnel house in 
I.ispenard street, are eujj^ngh to make the 
blood run cold. 

The Commercial Advertiser of April 21, 
invokes justice on the heads of the guilty 
parties, in a strong article, an extract from 
which we publish below : 

Any retidcr who will look back upon 
events of the last two years will be convin- 
ced that the secret destruction of life — se- 
cret muriler, in plain truth — both of infants 
ami adults, is no niicominon occurrence in 
this city. Now and then individual instan- 
ces in proof of this come to light — appear 
for a moment looming out of the darkness, 
as some misarrangeincnt of the perpetrators' 
plans has broken the seal of secrecy; the 
iearful Irageily has exciled momentary ex- 
cilemenl and horror, and the law has stretch- 
ed forth ils hand lo seize upon the evidence 
of crime and punish the criminals ; but, 
struck by the paralyzing torpedo touch of 
goltl, it has straightway williiJrew its arm 
and left the ofl'enilers unpunished.

T,aslly, the Bible teaches the same great 
truth : that man has a right to the proceeds 
of his own labor. 

The ground on which Abraham claimed 
the well, usurped by the servants of Aliim- 
alech, was, that he, Abraham, had tligged 
the well. Gen. 21 : 25-30. lie hail a right 

10 his own labor, and that produced by his 
labor. This is a clear and a slroijg case. 

11 is very pertinent. 

The eighth and tenth commands forbid 
thai one man shall take the properly, the 
goods appropriateil by the labor of another. 
It is a sin to do it. And if one man has 
not a right to the proceeds of another man's 
labor, much less has he a right to the labor 
itself. " Labor, the basis of the righl of 
property, cannot be the subject of proper- 
ty." — Lock. 

Further and stronger; the Bible pronoun- 
ces an awfiij curse upon those who rob their 
fellow men of their labor, or withhold from 
them the reward due to them for their la- 
bor. " Wo unto him that buildeth his 
house by unrighteousness, and his cham- 
bers by wrong; lhalusKTii his n-kigiibou's 
SERVICE without waoes, and oiveth iii>x 
NOT FOR his work. Jer. 22: 13. Slavery 
then is sin, — sinful in itself. Every es- 
sential element of il is sinful. Il is a rob- 
bery of man's right to serve God as he 
chooses — of his right to personal owner- 
ship — of his righl lo personal security — of 
his right to acquire, hold and disburse pro- 
perty. It is a complication of sins; anil it 
was in view of the privation of these many 
rights, that Wesley styled it, " the sum of 
all villanies." 

And this taking of man's rights is the 
monster sin of oppression, which is so of- 
ten condemned in the Bible. What is op- 
pression? "Oppressing a man, is not for- 
cibly taking from him his money. This 
is robbery. Nor is it secretly purloining 
his goods, this is theft. Nor is il cheatinor 
him in trade, this is calleil overreaching, 
going beyond, and dcfrautTiiig one." 1 
Tlies. 4: 0. But, lo oppress a man is to 
deprive him of his rights. You rob him, 
when you forcibly seize his property ; yon 
oppress him when you take away his right 
to ac(/nirc andhold propcrtij. And herein 
is the wickedness of oppression above oth- 
er wrongs, (ioods taken by force, or theft, 
or fraud, may be replaced by the like ; but 
there is no ei/uivalcnt for plundered rights. 

It is llieicfore absurd for an oppressor lo 
talk of kindness lo the man whom he op-

as if going over saw leetli. 

I incline to think that O'Connell, or the 
" immortal Dan,^' as they call him, h;is 
seen his best days — it may be that his late 
mishap in carrying his " Monster Gather- 
ings" so far as lo incur the strong arm of 
the Law, which consigned him for a time 
10 prison, may have subdued him, or he 
may see some motive for remaining quiet — 
or his hc;ilth may not be altogether as il 
was— but certain it is he seems destitute of 
energy, and looks to ine like a m:tn who 
had broken down in a race, anil tlioiigli sur- 
rounded by his barkers, and called on to 
make still, for their sake, some show of 
power, he seems to incline lo silence and 
iistlcssness, anil wouhl rather be let alone 
than urged on to further eflort. 

In face he bears a very slrong resem-

As this sketch of the great " Irish Agita- 
tor" is ralher brief, 1 can afford to put into 
the same frame another Irishman, .Mr. Shiel, 
who in size and manner is alinosl directly op- 
posite — he is as much under Ihe usual size 
as O't/onnell is beyond it. He is a small, 
pallid, anxious, nervous looking person, ex- 
ceedinely plain and ofl'-hand in manner, and 
like O'Connell, noi particular in dress. 

His style of spe;iking is in bohl contrast 
with that of O'Connell, for whilst the latler 
draws out long words into long and round 
sentences, the former snaps ihcm ofl' with 
a hurry and a jerk that is quite remarkable. 
O'Connell would say in a low and full 
sounding voice, " I will not on thiso-casion 
follow the right hon-or-a-ble gende-mcrn 
tru the dir-r-ty channels of vi-ln-pc-ra-tion;" 
and in saying this he would throw his coat 
back oil" his arm-pits as if to cool himself, 
and give a pull afterwards to his waistband, 
and do il :dl 0(.*i7i/ and calmly. Shiel, on 
the contrary, would say as much in a skip 
and a jump, as if in a violent passion, his 
voice exceedingly cracked, anil utterance 
rapid as thought — leaning over the table as 
if desirous of folloiving up his words as 
far as possible. Without being near enough 
to hear his words distinctly, when I first 
heard him speak, it sounded to me exaeUy 
like a spunky little Irishman in a towering 
passion, raliling off a volley of abuse over 
a table al Sir Robert Peel, and reaching 
over as if desirous of giving him a crack 
over the nose; but when reported next 
morning.

Dr. T. said he thought few men would be so reck- 
less of reputation, as to stand up in the place of so 
diftlinguished a slalesinan ; but lie liad so often expe- 
rienced the generosity of a New York audience, that 
he felt a degree of coiilidence in casting Itirnscif 
upon llieir kindness. He sympathized deeply with 
ihe audience in llieir di-appmnlmeni, as well as in 
the circumstance which had occasioned il.

He ihen held up to Ibe audience Ihe "Vermillion 
Reply.'' Iho royal edict, a vermillion parchment 
about 8 feet long and 2 broad, engraved in Chinese 
characters of gold, which produced tieep sensation 
ill the immense audience. 

•Shame on those hypocritical Christians, he said, 
who shut up their gates against llie (iospel. Shame 
ii\m lo those indolent ones who, when the walls of 
Jericho are fallen down f1 it, refuse to enter and take 
possession in the name of Jehovah, the God of be- 
nevolence. 

The grand characteristic of the truth wo teach is, 
that it is adapted to the wants ol every land. He 
hardly knew how to speak of ttfnoniiiiations. it was 
so much more natural to speak of them under the 
name of Vtirittianv . Did he not look ufton them 
all as brethren T Did he nol hope in meet them all 
in that world, where all are one in Christ I He had 
tried to be a sectarian ;. lie had tried lo build up 
fences ; but hp liad always found when one had 
spent a summer in buililing fences, there was no 
harvest, and starvaliori in winter was the conse- 
quence. He believed the tnitli was whal was ex- 
hibited in this .Society.

Slavery In the District. 

We give an extract from a conclusive argument 
in the Standard: no doubt from the pen of S. P. 
Chase, Esq. 

The whole matter may thus lie summed up: 
Slavery is wrong inflicted by force, sanctioned by 
law : 

The force thus sanctioned is exerted in almost 



law making power, being expressly forbidden lo de- 
piivc ■ „ny person' of life, liberty, or properly, 
without due process of law : " 

But the C'ongtess of the United States is the only 
law-making power, in the District of Columbia : 

Slavery, therefore, cannot be constitutionally es- 
tablished or mainiained in ihe District. 

U'e have thus redeemed our promise to demons- 
trate that slaveholding is unconsiiluiional in the 
District: and proceed lo show lhal the voters of Ihe 
free Slates are responsible for its actual existence 
there. 

Il is a shameful fact, that Slavery exists in the 
District, under, and in consequence of the uncon- 
stitutional legislation of Congress. 

It is, also, a fact, that nothing more is needed, to . 
put an end lo slaveholding in the District, lhan the 
simple repeal of the slave laws, uneonstiiulionally 
adopted and enforced by Congress. Less than half 
a (b'7.en lines will do. 

Be it enacted, i&c. That all laws and parts of 
laws, heretofore attopled or directed lo be in force 
within the District of Columbia, relating to slave- 
holding, lie and the same are hereby repeated. 

Let Congress pass that law, and the work is done.

MR. SLACKBAKi: TO MR. CLAM BANKS. 

My Dear Hilly: — I meant to return your 
visit, but the fict is, we are making money 
under this tariff faster than we can count 
il, and I could belter aflbrd to give you 
twice your present amount of "land and 
niggers," than go to Virginia just now, es- 
pecially as we are not certain how long the 
tariff will last. 

1 have a high reg:ird for the " Old Do- 
minion," arising from revolutionary associ- 
ations before I was born, or at all events 
before the Harlfiird Convention. I have 
always looked upon her as not only the 
mother of the best oysters, but of the pu- 
rest patriots, and greatest statesmen that 
ever were produced any where. Every 
military writer that I ever read, agrees that 
there is moie generalship in retrealing than 
advancing, therefore I take the retreat of 
Virginia, from being twice as great and 
populous as New York, lo being half as 
great and populous, lo be a proof of sur- 
passing statesmanship, and "masterly inac- 
livily." And I might, in two minutes, if 
necessary, prove that the statesmen of Vir- 
ginia are not only the purest, but the poor- 
est patriots that ever lived, by referring to 
the frequent instances of their selling their 
honest compatriots to pay their own honest 
debts. Surely a patriot must be uncom- 
mon poor to do that. 

The rusty, rickel\> old schooners which 
you scud round hen; wiih oysters and 
sweet potatoes, don't cut a very respccla- 
blc figure along sitle of the New Orleans 
Packets, and I would therefore advise you 
to keep them at home. 1 will tell you how 
lo create a home market fiir these thinirs, 
in a way that is perfectly philosophical. 
There are two classes of labor, that whi'-ti 
knows something, and that which dn. ' 
The first class can disentangle very • 
plicalcd skeins of yarn, but the last u 
gels them into a more confounded snarl. 
The latter description of labor is of that 
character which d#^>cnils principally upon 
cowhiding, kicking, anii> cuffing. " This 
quality of labor you have in abundance, and 
of course, you have a tolerable supply of 
the higher class lo lake care of it. Hence 
you may undoubtedly commence the man- 
ufacture of almost every description of ar- 
ticles, requiring hut lilde skill, such as corn- 
hiibk mats, rag carpels, iron hand-cufl's. 
hemp halters, wooden ploughshares, anil 
pilcliforks, and leather spectacles, an article 
which should not fail of a home market 
among yonr numerous politicians. 

You would find this division of labor 
would direcdy le;id lo great cagcritpss for 
knowledge, cleverness in the use of tools, 
and turnpikes, and inventions in astrono- 
my, :dso a great encouragement of rail- 
roads. 

It is a thousand pilics you should pound 
corn in wooden mortars, in Virginia, when 
there are such mill-scats on the James 
river, and almost as many that the hosfs 
should eat the corn before il is half ripe. 
1 would advise all your polilicians lo re- 
solve themselves into a committee of the 
whole to mind the fences, so that at least 
two blades of grass may giow where the 
unruly cattle hardly let one grow. This 
will be a substantial internal improvement, 
and memorials of your patriotic devotion 
to your own interests, which will stand till 
some careless nigger leaves the bais down. 
Let your peculiar common school system 
go, rawhitle in hand, wilh the employ- 
ment of your people; yon may be quite 
certain thai the adoption of these systems 
at once will aid each other. 

In conclusion, inasmuch as any man can 
exercise the right of suflrage — for I am in- 
formed that the sufferings of masters and 
slaves are about equal in Virginiii — I recom- 
ineml manufactures, popular education, mor- 
ality drawn more freely from the Gospel, 
and I have no doubt il will result striking 
improvement of your people. I yet hope 
that Viroinia will take her place among the 
old Thirteen. But if she does, those who 
buy and sell the deslinies of their fellow 
citizens, have gol to be up and doing. — Let 
the law-makers, and those who administer 
them, nol only swear, and scold, but so act, 
(with the rattan, fist, or boot-toe,) aa lo 
give an impetus to labor; let it be consid- 
ered respectable for any man to have an avo- 
cation, and follow il. If not for his own 
pecuniary profit, let him labor for character, 
which most of yon are sadly destitute of, 
and for the profit of your creditors. I in- 
tended to speak of the tariff anil Secretary 
Walker, but must postpone it till my next.

The laboring man! )low many appeals are 
made to him ! How is he flaltereJ, cajolcJ, iiseil ! 

There is no escaping the law of right. If the 
laboring man acts honestly, an<i lias a proper self- 
respect, none will dare treat him as an it^norant 
tool — a niacliinc, to be moved backward or forward, 
as any lordly director shall will. If he acts dis- 
honestly, and sacrillces his self-respect, he becomes 
that tool, and is a mere machine. 

When, therefore, laboring men run at the heels 
of demagogues, and echo their catrh-words, and 
shout hurra for them at the to|) of their voices, they 
are ignoble slaves; and they are none the less ig- 
noble, l>ecausti they neither see, nor feel the chains 
which bind them. They do not act tlius in any 
good cause. Their leaders do not call upon them 
to act thus in ony such cause. For education, 
which concerns them and their children's children 
— for religion, nil important to the present and the 
future — for the education of labor itself, so essen- 
tial to freedom — these demagogues do not gather 
ihem loi^cther to consult or take counsel, nor do 
/hei/ demand that any such call shnll be made 
upon them. 

Whose fault, then, is il that so little is done for 
the laboring classes ? We will tell them; — it is 
their own. That groat men and little men abuse 
their confidence, — that they excite their passions, 
and concentrate them into a storm, that they may 
have the honor of directing, anil rising by it, so 
as to be noted at home, and known abroad, we 
know very well. These cunning knaves, and so- 
cial plunderers upon humanity, are mapped out 
in all history, and we care not how much ihey 
lire scored willi liiller and burnijig curses, for they 
merit them all. But you, laboring men, in allow- 
ing yourselves to bo so duped, in making your 
hacks bridges that demagogues may walk over and 
up; or in converting your bodies into common 
stalking horses, that a low and corrupt ambition, 
Israted and spurred, may ride you — for all this, Vol' 
arc toblauie. Do you think 1 If so, these dema- 
gogues could not abuse your confidence. Do you 
act upon your hottest convictions] If you did, 
tliey would never itiflame your passions, until they 
made you do as they might wish. Are you men 
• •f self-respect, conscious of your own worth and 
virtue? Were this the case, they would not dare 
attempt to pollute you by their moral treason. 

I,ct any laboring man examine history, and ask, 
whence have come the wars that have deluged 
the world in blood ? And he will have to answer, 
that they have arisen, with few exceptions, from 
one cause, to advance selfish politicians; and the 
patriotism of the people has been worked upon, 
and fired up, and their energies tasked, and their 
valor put to every trial, fi>r this single object. 
Whence, agaiji, spring your party heats or con- 
tests, in national or stjitc alTairs ? To put a few 
men I'rt, or keep a few men from going out of, of- 
fice. This is the cold, damningly selfish object of 
nearly all our turmoil and strife. If there be dan- 
ger of certain individuals being defeated, and a 
war would prevent it, we should have war, cost 
what it might of blood or treasure, if they could 
bring it about. If anti-slavery excitement were 
growing, and it was certain that the pro-slavery 
power would be crushed, it would stop it by rebel- 
lion, or any thing else, if death and desolation fol- 
lowed in their track. And » ho would be their in- 
struments in all this? You, laboring men; you, 
who have the most to suffer ; yon, who do all the 
hard work; you, yoii, and none but toi' ! Now, 
are you content to soil your own hearts, and de- 
grade your own manly natures, by thus slaving 
your powers to such taskmasters? Will you obey 
the lordly nod, and despotic will, of demagogues, 
who treat you as hirelings ; become their poor, so- 
cial, political tools, to gratity robber aspirations 
after otiice and fame ? If you do, you merit the 

miserabtc f.ito n hUK wwatl.* yoM. 

There is no difficulty, whether you l»e educated 
or uneducated, in knowing how you ought to act 
about men and measui|i. A few rules, honestly 
followed, will ever keep all in an Itonest track. 

1. Think independenllif, and have principles 
clearly Jixcd in your own mind. 

This rule, if observed, will keep you free from 
mere impulse or headlong passion. It will not 
lessen you earnestness; but it will put your enthu- 
siasm under the guide of reason. It will not pre- 
vent you hearing any appeal or argument; but it 
will enable you to weigh the merits of both, by 
the cahn light of truth as you sec it. It will not 
deter you from supporting any man; but it will 
Leep you ever from being any man's tool. 

2. Examine measures in reference to the real 
good thct/ promise to accomplish. 

Whether this or that man is elected presi<lcnt or 
""governor ; whether this or that policy shall be car- 
ried out, may be. often is, really important ; — when 
thus important. let your calm judgment direct you. 
But in ordinary elections, in the cvery-day affairs 
of life, there is, as politicians now act, very littio 
to excite the u^pfl or rouse the public heart 
When men approach y^u, then, with words of 
flattery and fair promises, asking for your vote, see 
what they propose. There is enough to be done. 
You know that. Education — freedom, in its full 
and glorious fruition — whatever may ailvance and 
elevate man, by multiplying his opportunities for 
progress — these are the great things. Is your can- 
didate for them ? If so, to what extent and in what 
manner ? He may say, as all candidates say, ho 
is for labor, for the laboring man. How? If mere- 
ly to put him in office, we would not give a fig for 
him. Pin down your candidates, then; know what 
they mean, and will do, about the measures you 
hold most vital, and thus teach them to respect 
you, by showing that you respect yourselves. ' 

3. iiOoA- well to lite charaeter of the men who 
nre to represent you. 

The noisy blusterer and violent partizan, are 
ihoso who succeed be«t now-a-days, we fear.— 
.Many a farmer and mechanic vote for men to 
whom they would not trust their private business. 
And why ! Itecause, the answer is, he is so truo 
u Whig or Democrat, as the case may be. Do 
you not see, by pursuing this course, that you give 
attihority and power to a class of men who would 
he unknown, except through excited political 
feeling^ And, do you not know that they exert 
this power and authority, to spread and deei)en 
party cxcitementi They are common gull traps. 
When society boils over, they are thrown on top 
with the scum ; and they labor to keep that scum 
forever on the surface, fvow, if you would have 
wholesome laws, a wholesome i>ublic policy, and 
stability, ai well as growti, j-ou woiUd get rid of 
all these demagogues, and vote for no man to at- 
tend to public duties wlmrn you would pot trust 
with your private affairs, and welcome to y,mr 
own fire sides. Do this, and great publio iiver-. 
esls will not be sported with as they bow arc, 
or ,»vbjcct3 of vital^ moment neglected in the most 
•hamei'ul manner. 

These we regard as toMsii rules, and if our la. 
loring men, if our qiechanics, and farmers, were 
•o act upon them, wo shouU have no pro-slav- 
try despotism in law, or in society. Ho» could 
>Sslnto;s dare pulli^tc pr uphold, under thew 
circumstances, a system svhich makes labor a 
badge of dishonor, which holds him in contempt, 
who, by an honorable toil seeks to make an hon- 
est living, which stampo all manual effort us ser- 
vile drudgery, and all daily, habitual work, as dc. 
basing and mean ! All this is doije now. Legis- 
lators make il sa by law. Society struggled to fix 



it through its false and tyrannical edicts; and you, 
iliiy laborers, and laboring men of all classes, 
, stand still, transfixed, as if you could not help 
yourselves, or as if these glaring wrongs were 
right — stand still, when a united word and a uni- 
ted blow, constitutionally spoken and given, would 
rend this heartless tyranny into atoms. ITp, men 
of Kentucky, and be yourselves ! Up, freemen, 
an<l speak and act! It is thus only that you can 
master wrong, and make for yourselves a home, 
in which the best and proudest would like to live 
and die. 

The Capture and tlie laptlve. 

We subjoin the following paiticulars of the cap- 
ture of Gen. Veja by Capt. May. It will be seen 
that the Mexican- (icneral, who is now in New 
Ui leans, is a prisoner of war, in the true sense of 
the term, and deserves to be respected as a brave 
otTicerand a gallant gentleman. 

The battle commenced by heavy cannonading on 
both sides. Gen. Taylor, in passing hia lines ac- 
costed Capt. May, of the 2d dragoons, and told him 
— "Your regiment has nevei done anything yet — 
you must lake that battery." He made no reply, 
but turned to his men and said : "We must take 
that battery — follow !" He made a charge with three 
companies — at least with the remainder of three 
companies — supported by the 5tli and 8th regiments 
of infantry. 

They cleared the bieast-wotk, rode over the bat- 
tery, wheeled and came through the enemy's line, 
whilst the fire of the infantry was so deadly in its 
effect as to carry all before it. Captain May made 
a cut at an officer as he charged throui;h — on his 
return he found him standing between cannon 
wheels, fighting like a hero. He ordered him to 
surrender. He asked if he was an officer ? — Capt. 
May answered him in the affirmative, when he pre- 
sented his sword, remarking "Vou receive General 
V'eja a prisoner of war." 

So wc Go. 

The {iovcmor of South Carolina has commuted 
the punishment of the slave Barney, who was 
condemned to be hung lust Friday for murder, to 
four months solitary confinement, twenty-five lash- 
es each month, and perpetual banishment from the 
Slate. This " perpetual banishment" means that 
he is to be thrust, murderer as he is, upon another 
slave State for life ! 



No Trade with Mexico. 

The New York Express of Saturday week 'ays: 
We heard that a highly re8|K"ctablc foreign mer- 
chant residing in this city, and navigating several 
vessels laying in Vera Cruz, has just returned from 
Washington, from an unsuccessful application to 
our Government, for permission for these vessels 
to load on American account, to come from Vera 
Cruz to this city. This request has been peremp- 
torily refused, from which it may be inferred that 
a most rigid blockade has been ordered, and is to 
be maintained. 

Intcrcatlng Ceremonlea—Prlsonera of 
War. 

Gen. Kouhis de la Vega, his two.\ids, and Lieut. 
Col. Martinex, were presented on the 18th, by par- 
ticular invitation, to Major General Gaines. The 
ceremonies were conducted in the ladies' splenilid 
drawing room of the St.C^hariesHolel. Gov.John- 
son, and suite, Mui. Gen. Lewis, and suite, and 
other gentlemen in full uniform were present, ma- 
king a most splendid appearance. Gen. Vega was 
attended by Gen. Debbuys, and Mr. Prieur, Col- 
lector of the Port, both gentlemen acting as inter- 
preters for the occasion. The most courteous ci- 
vilities were exchanged, among which Genenil 
Gaines renewed his wish of having Gen. Vega and 
his friends form part of his family while in the 
city. The accomplished lady of Gen. Gaines in- 
troduced a large number of ladies to the Mexican 
General, who seemed much plea.sed with this part 
of the ceremony. 

Gen. Vega, says the Tropic, is a man of medium 
height, about 40 yea.-s of aee, of a bronzed com- 
plexion, has verj- dark hair, and wears small whis- 
kers and inustachios. His manners are those of an 
accomplished gentlemen. He has evidcntlv sufii 
Mvctx 01 the world, and appears to be a shrewd ob- 
w'rver of men and things. We have no doubt his 
presence here, and his consequent facilities of gain- 
in-,^ information of our national strength and spir- 
it, will m.ike him a proper person on his return to 
Mexii'O, to represent the folly of warring upon us, 
and the advantages of a jx'rmanent and honorable 
peace.

Ireland. 

We have no mawkish sensibilities, and none of 
that morbid feeling which would make martyrs of 
vain bigots, or heroes of braggarts. Nor yet do 
we desire to indulge in stercoty|ic slang, or ful- 
some rtattery, about any man or set of men. We 
defend Ireland because she is wronged by Eng- 
land ; we denounce England, or the English gov- 
ernment rather, because it has never done Ireland 
justice. 

And what is more, the passage of the Curfew 
Bill caps the climax of that injustice ! 

We have read Sir R. Peel's speech with some 
attention. He admits that three things must be 
proved, to justify the passage of such a bill. 

ist. That the character of Irish atrocities shows 
the necessity of adopting some ejctraordinary 
measure, and that the ordinary resources of the 
law have been exhausted. 

2d. That Government had done all which the 
Constitution empowered it to do, to protect life 
and preserve peace. 

3d. That the particular measure proposed will 
cflect this object. 

According to our poor notion. Sir R. Peel has fail- 
ed to |)rovc,what is essential to make out any one, 
or all of these positions, — namely, that tliere has 
been an increase of crime in Ireland. The re- 
turns show that there has not been. Very true, 
there has been an increase of threatening letters; 
but otherwise, Irish atrocities are not as great as 
they were in former years. And the manner in 
which Sir R. Peel uses, in his speech, the cases of 
barbarities cited by him, convinces us of the entire 
unsoundness of his logic. Wc all know the effect 
produced by a theatric representation of any hor- 
rible crime. An artful orator, in dejiicting the 
ihiriiig of the bandit, or the brutality of the out- 
law, may startle his hearers any time. But is 
such daring or such brutality peculiar to Ireland? 
Might not Sir R. Peel find instances of blood- 
thirsty vengeance and monstrous cruelty in Eng- 
land ! Why, there is not a paper which reaches 
us from that country, that does not record outrages 
that glare with the fire of vengeance, and shock 
us by the daring and vengeful spirit in which they 
nre perpetrated ! Wherefore, then, distinguish 
between England and Ireland ! If crime be the 
plea in the one ease, il is as good in the other, 
and there is as much necessity for a Curfew Bill 
in England as in Ireland. 

But there is another view, it seems to us, which 
stamps the tyranny of this law beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. Sir R. Peel admits tite oppressions of 
the Iri.ih people. He points them out with great 
coolness, and deplores their existence. Why does 
he not, then, as a statesman, and a man, remove 
these oppressions? He has the power. He says 
Irish landlords, if they were united, and would do 
what was right, "might do enormous, infinite 
good to Ireland." Why not coerce them ? II they 
are to blame, if they might do this "enormous, 
infinite good," and neglect it, lioldly, flagitiously 
neglect it, why not punish them for such neglect ? 
He declares again, " if they (the landlords) would 
but consent to display, rattier than their power, a 
little lilierality and furhearunce, they ivould do 
more good, in a very short space of time, than the 
O'overnment and the Legislature put together could 
do." Consent! In the name of common sense, 
ami coinmcn justice, w hy talk to landlords in this 
strain, and turn round upon a down-trodden pea- 
santry, admitted to he oppressed, and by the most 
tyrannical effort ever made by any Government, 
endeavor to drive them into a correct course of 
living? This conduct cannot be justified licforc 
any court of humanity. Head logic may defend 
it by glib pleas, but heart logic will reject it every 
where Avitli scorn. 

The statesman, indeed, who had breadth enough 
of view to compass the cause of Irish evils, would 
strike at that cause at once, and boldly. He would 
not waste his power, or fritter his means, in exter- 
minating hordes of peasantry for crimes which the 
proprietors of the land they till, could and ought 
to remedy. This Sir R. Peel has done. He has 
erected o <»;i.l— • — - --j — woueu esule in 
Ireland, tlirougli his coercion bill. We mistake its 
effect, and misunderstand human nature, if it does 
not prove a scare-crow for boys to laugh at, or else 
increase crime ten-fold by its vindictive and tyran- 
nical exactions.

Rcveune Cutters. 

Tlii-re were thirteen revenue cutlers in service 
during the pust winter. They spoke and boarded 
1,201 vessels; they relieved and assisted 80 other 
vessels, and sailed an aggregate distance of 26,3o4 
miles. The Union states, that on Saturday the 
Ifilh, the following cutters were ordered to repair 
forthwith to the scat of war : Steamers Spencer, 
McLanc, and Lcgare ; Schooners Ewing, Wood- 
hurt-, Morri^ and Forward — with an aggregate 
force of two hundred and fifty men and thirty- 
five guns, of from thirty-two to twelve pound cal- 
ibre. We have no doubt that these ves-sels will he 
of very great service in the war with Mexico, by 
reason of their light draft of water. 

Yellow Pever nncl Famine at the Cape 
de Verdes. 

The Pauline, at Boston, brings intelligence that 
the yellow fever, introduced into Bona Vista by the 
British war-slcamer L'Eclair in .\ugiist last, has 
ewcft off one-eighth of the population, and is still 
rasing ; and that the calamity of famine has been 
superadded to the horrors of the pestilence, whereby 
many have perished. The inhabitants of Gambia 
contributed a supply of corn, which the Pauline 
conveyed 500 miles to the starving population of 
Bona Vista, affording temporary relief. Their con- 
dition appeals urgently to the charity of the benevo- 
lent. 

The Herald says : 

" We learn that the Pauline touched at Bravisia 
on the 18th of March, and the yellow fever was then 
•till as bad as ever, having been on the Island five 
months. From accounts from shore, there have 
lieen nearly five hundred deaths, and all the princi- 
pal merchants, or people that could, had left the 
Island. — Three vessels have been sent from Gambia, 
wilb supplies for the poor. 

The P. left Gosca on the 25th April. The small 
poK was then making dreadful havoc among the ne- 
groes. About two hundred had died in about twen- 
ty days, and the hospital was nearly full. The Is- 
land is about one mile long, agd contains nearly 
7,000 inhabitants.

Oh Ihe Plillosopliers ! 

The Methodist Church South is throu-h with 
its conference labors; but it diil not escape the 
hydra — it is a many-headed monster — Slavery. 

On the 19th of May, late in the afternoon, the 
"^•exed question came up, on a projiosition to ex- 
plain the " tenth section" of the discipline, hy 
adding a note embodying the resolutions of the 
General Conference of 36 and 40 on the subject. 
Meinliers from South Carolina, (ieorgia, Mississip- 
pi and Louisiana, declared this tenth section to be 
an inconsistency in the discipline; while others 
alHrined, if it were stricken out, or explained, it 
would create difficulty all along the bordern, in 
Virginia, North Carolina, East Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri, 'i'he following synojisis of 
the debate is given : • 

Mr. Early of Va. took the floor and replied to 
some who had, yesterday, maintained that the 
Conference was pledged to make no change in the 
Discipline on that sulijcct. He said the Conference 
was not really liound by any previous acts or 
pledges, but that they were considered by many as 
being under more obligation on this subject than 
any other. He besought the members to desist 
from the discussion of the subject, and never re- 
new it. 

Mr. Pitts of Tennessee said he had no fears of 
the adoption of any injurious measure by llie(-'on- 
fcrence on this subjecL No agitation on it, was 
the first high ground to be taken. 

Dr. Boring of .^la., said he rose not to discuss 
the question, but to offer a substitute, which was, 
that Slavery was not a proper subject for Ecclesi- 
astical Legislation; but when he saw a disposition 
to discuss the propriety of the substitute, he with- 
drew il. 

Mr. Sullens said that they were in trouble in 
East Tennessee, and that he hoped they would not 
increa.se the trouble in that region by any change 
in the Discipline on that subject. 

Dr. Smith, of Va., said that our forefathers did 
wrong in introducing Ihe subject of .Slavery into 
the Disi-ipline, and like every other wrong thing, 
the less said about it the better. As you are wrong 
in this matter, jSTst keep quiet. If people talk, let i 
them talk. He said Ihe '-tenth section" was a leg- ' 
islative act on the subject of Slavery, and that if i 
they should introduce a note stating that they did ' 
not legislate on the subject, or that it was not a , 
proper subject of legislation, it would involve them 
in a contradiction, and make their position before t 
the people worse than it would be without anything 1 
said on the subject; that the "tenth s<-ctioii" was | 
an clement of strife, and if they undertake to [ 
iiiend or modify it, it will produce more and more 
strife. 

Mr. Winans, of Miss., said that he was very sor- 
ry that the debate had occurred. He believed, most 
deliberately, that it was an evil hour in which the 
" tenth section" was introduced into the Disci- ! 
pliiie. The M. E. Church had travelled o.ut of | 
its way to introduce it. It had produced evil, and 
only evil ; yet circumstances rendered it incxpe- ] 
dicnt to repeal iL It is obsoleU — inoperative, j 
hence, to a great extent harmless ; consequently,' 
not important to repeal it, as such repeal might I 
bring iijion them the charge of being a pro-Sla- 
very Church. It does not go against the authori- 
ty of the States, and is, to some extent, conserva- 
tive in its tendency. 

After 

some other desultory remarks, and the dis- 
position of .some substitutes, &c., the motion to 
explain was losL Thus you see the Conference 
has adopted the Discipline of the M. E. (Jhurch, 
without ony change on the subject of Slavery. 

Mark the sjiirit of this debate. Mark the lan- 
guage used. Mr. Early "besought members to 
desist from the discussion of the subject, and never 
to renew iL" Dr. Smith declared, "as you are 
wrong in this matter, just keep quicL If pcojilc 
talk, let tlicin ia\k." Mr. Winans was very sorry 
the debate had occurred." Why dcsLst? Does 
not .Slavery letter the soul, and keep it forever in 
the darkest ignorance? And are Ministers of the 
Living God to close tlieir lips against this outrage ' 
Aye, according to Mr- Early, and forever ! 

And why keep quiet ? The wrong is .-idmiltcd. 
" We see il," says Dr- Smith; "but ;;iu;;i is the 
word; if people talk, let them-" Was ever du- 
plicity more glaring, or defiance bolder ? These 
servants of Jesus dare not say, that slavery was 
not a pro|ier subject for legislation ; for that would 
make the position of the Church South worse than 
il now is ,- nor would they undertake to mend or 
modify the tenth section, for that would produce 
nothing but strife. As an alternative, then, against 

The policy of the Church .South, indeed, is 
summed up by Mr. Pitts, of Tennessee, in a few 
words. " A'o agitation on the subject of slavery, 
was the first and high ground to be taken." 

Miserable sophistry, and cowardly cant ! What ! 
is the whole church, standing upon the doctrine, 
love ye one another, acknowledging a common 
father, and the coniinon brotherhood of man, to 
send forth an edict forbidding discussion on a 
question vital to freedom and to Christianity ! 
Arc assembled Prelates, clullied wilh the panoply 
of sacred office, to tell Ihe world that slavery, or 
any other wrong, shall not be discussed, liecause 
the Church may acnin be divided ! This seems 
and sounds to us like sacrilige. It is the worst 
form of preletical tyranny, and if tolerated, will 
lead to the most corrupt abuse of human power. 
What matters it if a church be united, and yet 
possess not the truth, or the liberty to see, exam- 
ine and defend it ? Union, in that case, is death. 
By Ihe law of (!od, and of our nature, it can 
have no life in il. Defter that it be rent into a 
thousand fragments by strife, than "keep quiet" 
where human wrong and injustice are planted 
thick in and around it. 

"Hush," says Mr. Winans to the perpetualists 
from Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama, and Lou- 
isiana, " the tenth section is a dead letter, harm- 
less, because inoperative." " Hush," said the 
.same jirelate to the doubting minds along the bor- 
ders and in other slave States, " the tenth section 
cannot be repealed." Here, thon, the Methodist 
Church South stands. 'I'o perpetualisin, it says, 
" hold slaves, fatten upon their labor, and you may 
be good christians ;" and to those who feel il to 
be wrong, " there's the Discipline, do your duty." ! 
A policy like this is doomed- It carries within 
itself, we repeat, the seeds of destruction. And 
]x>litical prelates, and jesiiistical Bishops, may cry 
" hush," and " keep quiet," until their throats are 
hoarse ; but Ihey might as well attempt to lull the 
Icinpest by tlieir emply mandates, as to stop men's 
indignation against this dishonesty, or to make 
stable the church which practices it. 

Mr. Sullens, of Tciuiessee, gave them a hint of 
this result. " We an- in trouble in East Tennes- 
see already. Do not increase that trouble by any 
change in the Discipline on the subject of slave- 
ry." In trouble ! This is a glorious acknowledg- 
ment. The mountain men of East Tennessee, 
as of Kentucky, know what slavery is, and no 
church decree can erase this knowledge from their 
minds. In trouble, eh 1 We tell these proud 
Prelates that they mistake their calling — mistake I 
altogether the spirit of Christianity when they un- 
dertake to proclaim, directly or indirectly, that 
slavery is right; and, that they misjudge man 
wholly, if they believe they can make him a chris- 
tian or a freeman, while he holds his brother in 
eternal bondage. Nor will they be long in finding 
this ouL The curse is upon them, and before ma- 
ny years roll round, the Methodist Church South, 
will be dashed to pieces upon this rock of slavery, 
which now, they foolishly believe, is sunk out of 
sight by their hypocritical action.

We hope our readers have not forgotten Juniper 
Hedgehog. We gave last week part of his letter to 
Elihu Burritt, blacksmith. We have now another, 
written to John Robinson, private of the 91st Foot, 
India. 

Juniper was not sure where the letter would find 
John, but wherever he was, he was certain he 
would be upon a bed of laurels; though the Cab 
man thinks a bed of honest goose feathers the more 
comfortable lying. Juniper dues not make light of 
what his friend had done and suffered ; he thinks it 
terrible work ; that a man must needs have a bold 
heart to go thiough il ; that John Robinson has 
earned his share of glory [though what the share of 
* full private is, be cannot say] and got his belly 
full of it for life. 

Juniper is a down right peace man. He don't 
like Ihe sport of sticking cold iron into the bowels 
of a screeching man, and then knocking in his skull 
as though it was no more than a pumpkin. When 
guns are firing, and the blood is un, a private 
thinks nothing of such work, going at it as though 
he were an engine of brass, made to shoot and stab. 
Bui to think of it when it is over, is not pleasanU 
The field of glory must go nigh to make a man 
heart-sick ; must make him a little out of sorts with 
himself ; 'tis so dili'erent a field to a field of cut corn. 
"For my part, John," says Juniper, " I would much 
sooner cultivate turnips than laurels. A turnip's a 
nice thing for men and cattle, and so easily grown. 
Now, laurel— even a sprig of it, must be raised in 
the devil's hot house, and be manured wilh human 
blood. Siill, according to some folks, there is some 
human blood thai Providence thinks no more of 
than diich-water." 

Juniper Hedgehog, Cab man, then tells John 
Robinson, Private, of the prelly hurrah they had in 
England about pulling down the Sikhs, and the de- 
mand there has been for religion in this matter; 
how a score of pious people — all hot from their Bi- 
bles — begged to be authorized by Her Majesty lo 
return thanks (why could they not do il in private?) 
for the slaughter to " Him who is the God of bat- 
tles." 'J'his puzzles Juniper. He don't understand 
iL The God of Love— the God of Mercy— the God 
of Goodness — is all plain to his understanding; but 
the God of Fire— the God of Blood— the God of 
every horror committed upon every man, woman 
and child in the ntadness of fight — he cannot com- 
prehend. Juniper, looking at a field of clover, could 
thankfully say, " the field of God ;" but the words 
stick in his throat when he thinks of a field of glory; 
a field soaked with blood, — a field with thousands 
of dead and dying creatures upon it, sent into the 
world by God. Yet he consoles himself — "I am 
only an ignorant Cab man." 

Having thus unburdened himself. Juniper Hedge- 
hog thus proceeds in hia letter lo his kinsman in 
India. 

" Nevertheless. John Robinson, we have returned 
thinks that all of you, with your muskets, and your 
shells, and your bayonets and cannon, have killed 
thousands of the Sikhs. To be sure, they struck 
the first blow — that I can't deny. For all that, I do 
ibink that in the prsyer that was made by the 
Aichbishnp, we did crow over 'em a litlle loo much. 
For my part, I should have liked il better if the 
prayer had said something, regrelting like, the 
causes of the dreadful slaughter. Whereas, it ac- 
counted no more o'' the Sikhs — poor things! — is it 
their fault if they're not believets in Scripture? — 
than if they'd been so many mad dogs, knocked on 
the head, for peace and safely. 

It was quile a holiday in our parish ; and I do 
assure you many of the people looked as they went 
to and from the church, quite as proud as if they'd 
liandlexl sword and musket on their own account, 
anil were returning thanks for their own courage. 
There was Snaps, the shoemaker and churchwarden. 
He had. I Tlnow, all ihe battle at his fingers' ends, — 
and looked as if he felt himself quile a soldier all 
the service. And his wife had a bran-new gown 
for the ceremony, and his daughters neiv bonnets. 
Indeed, I could run over fifty jieople who went to 
church that day, as if they were going to parade ; 
and after they'd heard the .Archbishop's prayer, 
they looked about 'ern quite proud and satisfied, as 
much as to «ay — "See what we can do in the de- 
fence of our country !" For myself (but then I'm 
only a cahmn.T) I must say it — I did feel it a mel- 
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horrors of the battle oul of my head. When the 
organ began lo play, I only thought of the roaring 
of the guns and llio groans of the dying. There 
was one [larl in Ihe printed account of ihe fight that 
I could no< forget. .U was this: — 

" This bailie had iSegun at six, and was over it 
eleven o'clock ; the hniid-to-hand combat commen- 
ced at nine, and lasle'l scarcely two hours- 'J'tie 
rii-ei- vas full of aint.in:r men. For two hours 
volley after volley ivaa poured in upon the howiin 
mass — the stream being literaily red ^eith blood 
anil coveted mill Ihe boiiies of the slain. .\k last 
the musket ammunition ISecoming exhausted, ihe 
infantry fell to rear ; the horse artillery plying 
grape, till not a man was visible within range. No 

COMPASSinX WAS KI.LT, Olt MEHCT SHOWN." 

Yes, John : " no compassion was fell, or mercy 
shown !" And we, os Christians, were called upon 
lo give thanks for it ! 

Well, our clergyman — he's a kind, good creature 
as ever prayed in a pulpit — he preached upon Ihe 
text, (I've no doubt he'd aome meaning in it,) "Hut 
J sal/ unto you, love your euemies."* A beautiful 
di.tcourse he made; though I do assure you, a good 
many of the people, all tucked out in their besi 
feathers (quite a church review, I can lell you) in 
compliment to your guns^and bayonets, did look a 
little glum as the good gentleman went on ; for all 
the world as if they thought such a disi-ourse wasn't 
for </io/ day— any how. Nevertheless, ho preached 
as he always does, real, every-day religion — religion 
lo lie worn like an every-day coat in the working- 
day world, and not the religion that's put on to 
come to church in. He worked the text in all 
manner of beautiful ways. It did sound old to lie 
sure, after we'd been thanking God for helping us 
to slaughter thousands of barbarians — thanking God 
in the words of an archbishop — to hear the words 
of Him who tells us lo "love our enemies," — and 
not lo kill 'em. " No compassion was felt, or mer- 
cy shown," says the account of the battle. " Love 
your enemies," says fJhrisl. 

" Yes, all that's very well," said Collops, the 
butcher, to whom I was talking after this fashion — 
Collops had mounted an entire new suit for the 
'i'lianksgiving — " thnt's all very well. Mister Hedge- 
hog; but it won't do: such things are not to be 
taken in a striiightfor'ard sense. Christianity is a 
beautiful thing, not a doubt on it, but lo be a Chris- 
tian every day in ilie week, I must shut up my 
shop. Il was never intended. It's quile enough if 
a man attends his church and is an earnest Chris- 
lian once in seven days." .And ihere's a good 
many folks like Collops in our parish; and I'm 
afeared in every other parish loo. 

However. John. 1 hope it's our last thanksgiving 
for gunpowder. Let us only keep peace for an odd 
len or fifteen years more, and you may bid good- 
bye to war for good. The young lads of our time 
will be brought up in a better scKool ihfin their poor 
fathers, and won't have the same relish for blood. 
They won't cackle about glory like their parent 
ganders — it's the young uns that I put iny hope 
upon ; for it's no ensy mailer — in fact it's not fo be 
done — to send middle-aged and old men to school 
again to unlearn all the stupidity and trumpeiy of 
all their lives. And so, John, I do hope you'll 
never fire another shoL Not but what you'll bo 
pirasi-d to hear that Ihere's quile a slir among us 
just now— get the Qunrlerly Review if there's o 
circulating library at Lahore — quile a stir about ed- 
ucating the private soldier. They're going to make 
him quile a moral, scientific gentleman- They're 
going 10 have libraries for him, though ihey say 
nothing nliout taking away the halberds- ,\nd 
whether the soldier is still to have the eat-o'-nine 
tails or no, I can't lell ; but certainly Ihey do say 
he's to have books.

Fearful Instrument of Dealructlon. 

'I'he New York News gives this account of 
what would seem to lie a most effective weapon 
either of attack or defence — the invention of 
Messrs. Reynolds & Brothers, of Kinderhook. 
Experiments were made wilh it on Saturday in 
the Arsenal Yard : 

It is called a Protecting Engine, and the rapid- 
ity and precision with which the balls were pro- 
Iiellcd seemed almost Ix-yond comprehension. The 
experimental model was fitted to throw a leaden 
mi.ssile of lA ounces, and was capable, wilh the 
exertions of two liieii at a crank, to drive these 
balls through a two inch plank at the distance of 
150 yards. The projectile force is obtained by 
the centrifugal teiidsncy of the ball to fly off from 



a hoi i/..int:il wheel, wliili- revolving at a very liiu-li 
vi loi ily, and the engine seems to l>c iierferlly 
manageable, delivoriiig its fatal messenger at iiny 
Jioint of th<! compass desired, and al the rale of 
twenty-six balls per secimd If the sanguine ex- 
pectations of the inventors should pro^e correct, 
this fearful engine of destruction will doubtless be 
of great service to the G(>vcmmenl in tiie prose- 
cution of any war, present or prospective ; and 
we trust that its powers will be fully tested by a 
eompelent com-jnission- In the experiments of 
Saturday, the iialls were driven with much force 
against an iron target, at the distance of so^ne 
seventy yards, the limits of the yard not permit- 
ting a wider ranj/e. -Many of them were beaten 
flat and spread out to tho size of a dollar. ITie 
inventors stale thrvt the principle may he applied 
to shot of any size,, and wilh increased propor- 
tionate success — the point blank range of the en- 
gine being as great as tiiat of any arm now in 
use.

Be it enacted by the K natc and Hmise of Rep- 
resentatives of the Unitr-d Slates of America, in 
Congress assembled, 'i'liat Ihe Secretary of War 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and ilirected to 
cause a dam and locks to he constructed al the 
Falls of the (.)hio river, of ja substantial and |»er- 
nianent character, adequate for the passage at aH 
times of such vessels as navig ati^^at river. 

Sec, 2. And belt further ent'cted, Tliattlie snin 
of two hundred and fifty thous-ind dollars be, and 
il is hereby, ujipropriated for that puiTiose.

The War with Mexico. 

When one's country becomes involved in war 
wilh a foreign nation, however strong the sense 
of indignation against those who may have unne- 
cessarily or wickedly brought about such a calam- 
ity, there is a feeling of reluctance to the utterance 
of tho condemnation which a crime so great against 
liiimanity and the common weal justly incurs- 
Such has been our feeling, and, as far as possible, 
our course, in regard to the war with Mexico and 
its contrivers. Although the Halls of Congress 
and the Public Press, teem with denunciations of 
the .Administration for the unfortunate condition 
in which, williout a single reason of necessity or 
exjiedieuey, it has placed tlie country, wc have, 
ourselves, mastered our own fi-tilings so far as to 
refrain almost allogetlier from those expressions 
of censure to which others have given free utter- 
ance. 

The government paper, instead of respecting 
this forliearaiice, seems anxious, by a display of 
all tlie iiLsolence inspired by oflicial position and 
ollii-ial favoritism, to force us into a ditlerent alti- 
luile. But whilst the government paper shall not 
provoke iw into ar»y forgetfulness of what is due 
to the country under those trying circuraslanecs, 
it need not flatter itself that the Administration 
will lie eventually released from llie fiearful respon- 
sihilily which il has incurred. The first care is to 
ineet the emergency hroiight about by the Govern- 
ment; to prosecute the war with unanimity and 
vigor, that it may he the sooner ended ; yet not to 
suffer it to absorb nil our attention, so as to forget 
the account which we have lo settle wilh those 
who have wantonly brought it upon the country. 
There is a solemn task devolved upon us by the cir- 
cumstances in which the country has been placed ; 
and it shall lie faithfully discharged — but not at 
this moment, when anxietj- for the fate of our 
trms on the Rio Grande occupies, not ours only, 
but almost exclusively every mind. 

In the act of Congress, which we publish offi- 
cially to-day, the two Houses of Congress have, 
we conceive, given Ihe seal and sanction of their 
authority to a false prrneiple and a false fact in 
the form of the highest act of legislation which 
they can ever he called upon to perform; an act 
such as has never before been approached but with 
the greatest reluctance and caution, and after 
months of deliberation- 
No man w-ho will sutler his reason to pass upon 
the facts of the case, and will obey the dictates 
of his coiiKcience, but must admit that this war 
was deliberately begun hy the Executive of the 
I'nitetl States; and that it was so begun by an 
usurpation of power which the Constitution has 
denied to fne President. I'he unsuslained pre- 
tence for this vrar, that it is the act of Mexico, has 
In-en approved, and the usiu-pation of war power 
by the President recognized as Constitutional, by 
the act of Congress. 

Wc are very well aware that nearly one-half 
of those Senators who voted for the passage of 
this acL and a large proportion of the Represen- 
tatives, voted for it only on the ground of its au- 
thorizing levies of men and appropriation of mo- 
ney to meet the emergency, which exists on our 
Southern frontier. The Father of Evil itself ne- 
ver offered a temptation to err uniler circumstan- 
ces more persuasive than that of relieving our 
beleaguered army, strengthening its arm lo enable 
it lo repel iu adversary, and to repel the slaugh- 
ter of our brave officers and soldiers. 

Those who have fallen in the fight, and are 
still supposed to be in peril are our fellow citizens, 
our friends, our kinsmen, our brethren. It is no 
fault of theirs that the Executive ha» nniiecessa- 
rilv and unconstitutionally placed thom in the 
post of dangc-t, and has already sent the souls of 
some of them to the valley of the shadow of 
death. 

Palsied and blasted be the hand that would 
withhold from them whatever aid is necessary to 
succor and sustain them, and lo enable them to 
triumph over their enemy! 

But. what necessity was there to couple with 
any such provision a vote, not only implying con- 
fidence in the rectitude of the Preaideul iu begin- 



thin war. iiut placing in hi.s h.inils all tin- 
J — jr and means necejiMary to "prom-cote" it in 
any manner, and on any element, athis discretion, 
of which we have during his short reign — we use 
this term, since C'ongress hare mode him a mon- 
arch, if he was not subslantially one before — had 
so many notable proofs. Who knows to whal ob- 
jects and in what direction he will not extend his 
enterprises? If he could not keep off from the 
MexK-an territory before, into what distant regions 
shall we not find liirn now nmrching the volun- 
teers, v.\ia, for Ihe fiwt lime in o«r history, are 
mainly relied npon to carry on a war which is, bv 
act of Congrc«i, to be " prosecuted" as far beyond 
the hmiu of ihe United States as suiu the plea- 
sure ol the President ! 

Our poliucal frieml. in Congress hav* suffered 
tliemselves, in givuig apparent sanction to lliii 
whK-h they Uiemselves in many instances several- 
ly declared to be false and unsubstantial to be led 
into error by a dread of the feeling of Uie people 
who, Ihey seem to have thouBhl. had tW bill pass- 
ed without their votes, would not be able to appre- 
cuilc the motives by which thny would have been 
influenced. We trust UiaL in acting thus, tli,-y 
undcnalue Ihe iiilclligenec of the People. 

The People, moreover, do mil want this war, nor 
any war, set on fool by the Execnlive, solely in 
pursuance of (Jans of Iris own. They want" no 
war, moreover, wliich, like this, could have been 
not only honorably but [irofitably avoided, had the 
wise asid safe and humane course of his predeces- 
Mrs been followed by the President of the United 
Slates. They want no war for conquest merely. 
Still less do they want a war whieh is to exhaust 
the public treiimir)-, to harrass the citizens wilh the 
most fatigumg niililary service— in which die cli- 
iniite will be far more filial limn the bullets of the 
enemy— and which is, according to the PirsidcnfK 
avowed intention, to eml, after all, in negotiation, 
wliich, upon every principle of common sense as 
well as of public law, oi^hl to have preceded iii- 
sleiul of following the Ulooilv fray. 

On the subject of the hostilities which have ac- 
tually commenced on the Rio Grande, lot us suji- 
pose a case which woald show the Declaration of 
War agaiirst Mexico to be as premature as it has 
b<-en precipitate. In the anarchy which prevails in 
Mexico, where (the forms of the Constitnlioii hav- 
ing lieeome as much of a farce as Ihey an> in dan- 
ger of becoming among ourselves) the Presidency 
becomes the prize of the most enterprising and 
successful soldier, why may not .\hista, univer- 
Bolly reputed as an ambitious as well as accom- 
plished General, lake mlvantage of his rank and 
his influence over oflicers sulwrdinatc U> him, 
have seized this occasion, witJinut orders from his 
GovernmonL to make a dash at our army, which. 
It he do no more than he has already done— but, 
still more, if he force it to retire from its present 
position, howerer short n distance— hy the eclat 
which such an exploit will give him, and his pop- 
ularity wilh the army, march lo Mexico, drive out 
the President of the day, and seat hiiixelf in his 
stead ?^ After merely stating tliis problem for the 
reader's consrileration. we will add. in serionsness, 
that we really have some doubt wlietlier the cross- 
iug of the Rio Grande by the Mexican ftirces lia.s 
lict n authorized at all by the Government of Mex- 
ico, and whether it wiirnot be promptly rebuked 
and disavowed by it. In this hypothesis, wha 
would become of the sob-mn assertion, by law 
that, " by the ad of the Republic of Mexico a stair- 
of war exists between thai Goternoitnt mad the 
United States?"

The invasion of Mexico is now a sabject of con- 
versation. If the war shoubl continne till autumn, 
I think it not improbable that ihe public voice will 
demand that the questions pending between the two 
countries shall lie settled in the city of Mexico. I 
do not think that any invasion has been yet deter- 
mined upon by the Government, or rather that none 
has been planned. 

An invasion from different points, at the same 
time, Ihe forces all aiming at the city of Mexico, 
has been talked of. A distinguished officer of the 
army has, il is said, given il as bis opinion that a 
force of a hundred thousand men will be necessary 
for the objecL From Tampico to the city of Mex- 
ico the distance is short of two hundred miles by a 
direct route, and the route is perfeclly practicable. 

In the mean lime, the Governnieiii have taken a 
step which is quile as decided and itnporianl as a 
march to the Mexican capital. The American 
s(|uadron, under Commodore Sioeklon, have ordeis 
lo lake possession of St. Francisco and Monterey, 
and to hold those places 4gainst all opposition. I 
know this lo be a fact. 

Taking possession in California, the United Sialos 
will never relinquish its foothold in lhat couiitry 
until Mexico has not only paid all the indemnities 
due lo our citizens, but also paid ih» uf iko

We gave in our last an account of the battles of 
the 8lh and 9th with the Mexicans, and on the first 
page of Ibis week's im|iression will be found a 
graphic description of these Iwo rencontres. In ad- 
dition we subjoin the oflicial reports of General 
Taylor. 

HEAmnnTRns Abmt of Ocri PATios, } 
Camf) at I'alo Alto, Texas, May 9. IS-IO. 5 

Sib: I have the honor to report that I wos met 
near this place yesterday, on my march fioui Point 
Isabel, by the Mexican forces, and after an action 
of about five hours dislodged them from iheir posi- 
lioii, and encamped upon the field. Our artillery, 
consisting of two IH-pounders and two light bat- 
teries, was the arm chiefly engaged, and to the ex- 
cellent manner in which it was mamcuvred and 
served is our success mainly due. 

The strength of the enemy is believed to have 
been about six thousand men, with seven pieces of 
artillery, and eight hundred cavalry. His loss is 
probably at least one hundred killed. Our sltenglh 
did not exceed, all told, tweniy-lhree hundred, while 
our loss wascompaialively trilling — four men killed, 
Ihree ollicers and thirty-seven men woundeil, seve- 
ral of the laltcr inorially. I regret to say that Ma- 
jor Ringgold, 3d artillery, and Captain Page, 4lh 
infantry, are severely wounded. Lieutenant Luther, 
2d artillery, slightly so. 

The enemy has fallen back, and it is believed has 
repassed the river. I have advanced parlies now 
thrown forward in hii direction, and shall move the 
main body immediately. 

In the haste of this first report, I can only say 
that the oflficers and men behaved in the most ad- 
mirable manner throughout the action. I shall have 
the pleasure of making a more detailed repoit when 
those of the diflerent commanders shall be received.

Sir : — I am making a hasty visit to this pisce for 
the purpose of having an interview with Commo- 
dore Conner, whose squadron is now at anchor off 
the harbor, and arranging with him a combined 
movement up the river. I avail myself of the brief 
time at my command to report that the main body 
of the army is now occupying its former position o|>- 
posito Malamoras. The Mexican lorces are almost 
disorganized, and I shall lose no time in invesling 
Malamoras, and opening the navigation of the river. 

I regret to rcpcri that Major Ringgold died the 
morning of ihe 1 1 ih inst., of the severe wounds le- 
ceived in the ociion of Palo Alto. With the excep- 
tion of Capl. Page, whose wound is dangerous, the 
other officers are doing well. In my report of Ihe 
second enga:;emenl, I accidenlally omitted the name 
of Lieut. Dobbins, 3d infantry, among the officers 
1 slightly wounded, and desire that the omission mny 
I be supplied in the despatch itf»-lf. I am under the 
painful necessity of reporting that Lieut. Blake, 
topographical engineer, ofier rendiiing distinguished 
service in my staff during the affair of the 8lh inst., 
accidenully shot himself willi a pistol on the follow- 
ing day, and expired before night. 

It has been quite impossible as yet to furnish de- 
tailed reports of our engagemenis with the enemy, 
or even accurate returns of the killed and wounded. 
Our loss is not far from 3 officers and 40 men killed, 
and 13 officers and 100 men wounded; while that 
of the enemy has in all probability exceeded 300 
killed ; more than 200 have been buried by us on 
the two fields of battle. 

I have exchanged a sufficient number of prisonera 
to recover the command of Captain Thornton. 
The wounded prisoners have been sent to Mala- 
moras — the Wounded officers are on their parole. 

General la Vega and a few other officers have been 
senl to N. Orleans, having declined a parole, and will 
be reported to Maj. General Gaines. I am not con- 
versant with the usages of war in such eases, and 
beg that such provision may be made for these pris- 
oners as may lie authorized by law. Our own pris- 
oners have been treated with great kindness by the 
Mexican officers.

Movements. 

May the 18lh, Col. Wilson, Ist U. S. Infantry, 
with four companies of Col. Desha's .Mobile Volun- 
teers, and two companies of the Washington regi- 
ment of Louisiana Volunleers, amounting to four 
hundred men, crossed the Rio Grande at iu moulli, 
and took up a position at La Burila,/)n the west side 
of the river, and eight miles above its moulh, unop- 
posed. That evening, information was received from 
Gen. Taylor, that he intended crossing over to Mela- 
moras on the morning of the I9ih. A few cannon 
were heard, and the lelter-nriter from Point Isabel 
says : 

I suppos<f Gen. Taylor has taken the place wilh- 
out opposition, as the remains of the Mexican arniv, 
2.000 men, were, two days since, in active prepara- 
tion for retreat to San Fernando, thirty leagues; the 
balance, not killed, not drowned, or prisoners, hav- 
ing scalleied in utler confusion to their homes. Ne- 
ver wore any army so panic slrickrn. In the retreat 
from ihe baltle field of the 9th, (icnerals Arista and 
Arnpudia led 1 he van on foot Ihrnnuh the chapporal, 
stripping off iheir clothes as they ran, and wnPTl tney 
arrived at the river, had nothing on but their shirts, 
streaming in the wind — Ihey plunged in and swam 
across*, many of their deluded followers sinking inio 
that " sepulchre" that Mejia had promised to " the 
degenerate sons of Washington." IJetler far is the 
situation of the gallant D. Diaz De La Vega, now a 
prisoner in your city, who stood manfully at his 
post, doing his duly uniil captured, than fly a cow- 
ard. He is one of the few prominent men who is 
highly esteemed by all that know him for his virtues. 

P. S. The Mexicans lost 100 drowned on their 
retreat crossing the Rio Cuande. Most of the 
wounded who were delivered up to them by Gen. 
Taylor, have since died by neglect and want of hos- 
pital means and supplies.

Custle of Sail Jnan tie ITlloa. 

The first object that strikes the eye, in approach- 
ing Vera Cruz by water, is the Castle of San Juan 
lie Ulloa, with the spires and domes of the church- 
es peering up in the di.slance behind it. It stands 
alone upon a small rocky island, on one side of 
the main entrance to the harbor, and only about 
half a mile from the wall of the city, and conso- 
qucnlly has command of Ihe port. The entrance 
oil the other side is so barred willi broken reefs 
and ledges, that it can only be used by small craft 
in favorable weather. 

The castle is circular and stronglv built, and 
heavily mounted. Its principal strength, however, 
is in ilji jiosition, inaccessible except by water, and 
its guns [minting every way, leaving no side open 
to the attack of an ciieuiv. 

The form of the city is semi-circular, fronting 
the sea. It is situated on an arid i>laiii, surround- 
ed by sand hills, and in budly supplied with water. 
1'hc chief reliance being upon rain collected in 
risterns, which are often so poorly constructed as 
to answer but very little purpose. 'J'he chief re- 
source of llie lower classes, is the water of a ditch, 
so iiiipnre as frequently to occasion disease. An 
attempl was made, more than a century ago, to 
remedy this evil, by the conslruetioii of a stone 
aqueduct from the river Xamapa ; but, unforlun- 
ali'ly, after a very large sum had been exjicnded 
on the work, it was disi-overed that the engineer 
who conslrucled it had made a fatal mistake in 
nol ascerlainiiiiT llie true level, aiid Ihe work was 
abandoned in despair. — Norman's Itaiabks.

Mr. Benton speaks freely, and regardless, appa- 
rently, of all personal consequences, declaring that 
while we have well defined rights, England also 
has the same, and that ony attempt to say that 
she shall not have '*a drop of our water or a sand 
upon our shores" is neither asking right or doing 
right. Frazer's river, (discovered in 1793, settled

by the English alone.and called at the time of the 
first settlements New Caledonia,) he regards as 
altogether British ground; while as a matter of 
sober truth, the only |rarnllel of .')4 40, except u|)- 
on the Coast, exists but in imaginati m.

Mr. Greenhow did very well in copying maps, 
but in going beyond this and in uniiertaking to 
settle tlie politics of nations by defining their ter- 
ritories, we should say that his own maps contra- 
dicted his own slatenienls. 

Upon the line of 54° 40' Afr. Benton made 
some amusing remarks. There was, he said, no 
such line. It was a mountain born of a mouse, 
and those who went in pursuit of it would not 
find it. The end of all this ridiculous excitement 
about 54° 40' would end in " thin air." Those 
comprehension is good | who were reaily to die and fight for 54° 40' could 
find nothing to fight and die for.

It was proved that for fiflfccn years we 
had claimed under this treaty, from 1803 onward 
— that by the treaty of Utrecht we had shut out 
Great Britain from her having claims to Louisi- 
ana. By the Utrecht treaty we had been able to 
accomphsh more for the extension of our territory

The treaty made 130 years Iwlbre with France 
and Great Britain fenced out Great Britain from 
the Mississippi.

Benton, from the four Governments, of Ihe I'nited 
Slates, England, France, and Spain, and bearing 
so clos<'ly upon the direct question, could hardly 
fail to produce an abiding impression upon the 
Senators and upon all listeners.

10 o clock, P. M., May 9, 1846. 
Sir: I have the honor to report that I marched 
with the main Isidy of the army at 2 o'clock to day, 
having previously thrown forward a body of light 
infantry into the forest, which covers the Metamo- 
ras road. When near the spot where I am now 
encamped, my advance discovere^l that a ravine 
crossing the road had been occupied by the enemy 
with artillery. I immediately ordered a battery of 
field artillery to sweep the position, flanking and 
8U.slaining it by the 3d, 4th, and 5ih regiments, de- 
ployed as skirmishers lo the right and left. A 
heavy fire of artillery and of musketry was kept up 
Ibr some time, until finally the enemy's batteries 
were carried in succession by a squadron of dragoons 
and the regiments of infantry that were on the 
ground. He was soon driven from his position, 
and pursued by a squadron of dragoons, batlallion 
of artillery, 3d infantry, and a light battery to the 
river. Our victory has been complele. Eight 
pieces of aitillery, with a great quantity of ammu. 
nition, three standards, and some one hundred pris- 
oners have been laken ; among the latter. General 
La Vega, and several other officers. One General 
is understood to have been killed. The enemy has 
recrossed the river, and I am sure will not again 
molest us on this bank. 

The loss of the enemy in killed has been most 
severe. Our own has been very heavy, and I deep- 
ly regret lo report that Lieut, Inge, 2d dragoons, 
Lieut. Cochrane, 4th infantry, and Lieut. Chad- 
bouriie, 8ih infantry, were killed on the field. — Lieut. 
Col. Payne, 4ih artillery, Lieut, ('ol. Mcintosh, 
Lieut. Dobbins, .3d infantry, Capt. Hooe. and Lieut. 
Fowler, 5ih infantry, and Capt. .Montgomery, Lieuls. 
Galea. Selden, Mc(.^lay, Burbank, and Joldon, 8lh 
inlaniry, were wounded. The extent of our loss in 
killed and wounded is not ascertained, and is re- 
served for a more detailed report.

The New York Gazetle contains some 
valuable inloriiiation in relation lo C.inaiia, 
from which we condense the Ibllowing : 

The military position of Canada i.s en- 
tirely changed since the war of 1812. The 
population of that Province is now 1,300,- 
000. She has 130,000 enrolled militia, 
e.xcluding all legal exempts. 'J'he points 
of the nearest contact of our country wilh 
(Canada, on the norihern frontier of New 
York, where an invasion must be made, 
if at all, are all strongly fortified from 
South Point above Kingston, all along 
the St. Lawrence to the bay below Pres- 
cott. The fortiticalions around and in 
front of Montreal have been enlarged and 
greatly sirengthcned, and will require 10,- 
000 troops to man them. The facilities of 
the new roads and steamers will admit, tin- 
der airangemiMits lately completed, of a 
concentration there, of 25,000 in a few 
days. The present military force on pay 
in Canada, amounts lo 18,000 men, iuclud- 
itig 1.000 black troops and the artillery and 
cavalry organized within a few months on 
our notlh eastern frontier. There are sev- 
eral hundred old Scotch soldiers living in 
Canada West, on half pay, who are to be 
niaile warrant officers to drill the militia and 
volunteers in case of war. A very large 
number of half pay army and navy ofTicers, 
now in Canada, will be commissioned in 
the militia and volunteer corps. The wri- 
ter of the article from which we have ex- 
tracted these facts, lastly estimates the force 
requisite for a successful invasion of Cana- 
da, at 100,000 men, at least, a large part of 
whom must be regulars, to give any chance 
of victory. 

In addition we would mention, thai in- 
formation lately received, enables us to add, 
that our neiiihbors are strongly fortifying 
'I'oronto ; lhat a requisition has been made 
fur 300 pieces of heavy ordnance for the 
forts now erecting at that place; that 20.- 
000 percussion lock muskets for the use of 
the volunleers. are on their way from Eng- 
land ; lhat barracks for 10,000 tnen are now 
erecting in the rear of Montreal ; that 1.200 
men, desiincd lor that city 
al the West Indies, as announced some few 
ilays sini^e. By nesvs lately received from 
Ei'igland. we learn that the G.OOO troops 
ordered to India, have been recalled, and 
are to bo sent to Canada immediately.

The following extract from an English 
paper is pregnant with matter for serious 
refleclion. 

" By medical inquiries recently set on 
foot, it has been fully established that the 
average duration of life amongst the aristoc- 
racy, exceeds lhat of the working class by 
more than two-fifths! That is to say, 
the working class are robbed of two-fifths 
of their existence by the present anti-social 
system, to say nothing of the misery ihey 
have to endure in the remaining three-fifths. 

" It is, moreover, ascertained, that in 
most of the large towns in England and 
Scotland, more than one-half of the offspring 
of the poor die before the age of five years, 
the inevitable result of the poverty and hard- 
ships the poor have to endure. From the 
' viTAt. statistics' of Spilalfielils it appears, 
that the average duration of life in that me- 
lave embarked I Iropolilan district is only sixteen years, 
while that of the aristocracy is thirty-three, 
or more than double. In Liverpool, the 
average duration of life among ihe poor is 
still less than in Spiialfields. 'Tisuiily fif- 
teen years ! What a hideous waste of hu- 
man life."

Napolconia .llodc of iTiaking Coffee, 

For four persons, take two ounces of 
coffee, fresh burnt and ground, put into a 
clean coffee pol, with a small piece of isin- 
glass. This is tlien to be held over the 
fire and shaken wilh the hand, so as lo pre- 
vent burn'u»g. When the smoke is seen lo 
issue from the pot, water, boiling hot, is then 
to be poured on sufficient for 8 breakfast 
cups, in ibe proportion of one third coffee 
to two thirds milk. The coffee being hot, 
the boiling water turned upon il, the boiling 
is snllicienl, while held in the hand, to ex- 
tract all the fine properties, without carry- 
ing off the aroma. A cup is then poured 
out, and returned to the pot, to allow it lo 
settle, which will be in two or three min- 
utes. The coflfee will be perfectly clear, 
and is used with boiled milk. As a substi- 
tute for isinglass, I will suggest clean fish 
skin (a piece as large as a shilling,) to be 
used in the same way.

A gentleman says 
to you, " 1 (hive a pony chaise this year; I 
have put down my horse and gig because I 
cannot pay the lax." A man wliose income, 
and expenses, and style of living far exceed 
almost . ny thing to be found among us, 
says of somelhiiig quite beyond him, which 
his wealthier neighbor does, " we are not 
rich enough for lhat." One of the most 
distinguished men in England said to nie, 
when speaking of wines at his table, " The 
wine I should prefer is clarel, but I cannot 
afford it, and so I drink my own gooseber- 
ry." I have heard that many families cany 
the principle so far, that i\^y determine ex- 
actly how many dinners they can give in a 
year, and lo how many guesis — nay more, 
and how many dishes ihey can put upon the 
table when they do eiilertain. This frank- 
ness on the subject of economy is among 
us a thing unheard of. Not that we arc 
more wealthy, but as 1 conceive, less wise. 
The competition of domestic life among us 
is too keen to admit of any such internal 
weakness. We practice economy by stealth. 
Nor is lhat the worst or il ; for one conse- 
quence of this habit of feeling is that we 
practice too little. Wlteii a stranger looks 
upon the strife of business in our villages 
and cities, he sees a very covetous people ; 
but a nearer observation would show him 
that much of this eager, and absorbing, and 
almost slavish occupation, is necessary to 
sustain ihe heavy drains of domestic ex- 
penditure. This extravagance at home 
chains many a man lo the counter and count- 
ing-roo.ii. .\nd ibis extravagance is of his 
own choosini; ; because he knows no other 
way of distinguishing himself but by the 
style of living. Would he but conceive 
that he might better elevate himself in so- 
ciety, by having a well read library, by im- 
proving his mind and conversation, by cul- 
tivating some graceful but comparatively 
cheap accomplishment, he niiaht live a 
wiser man, and die richer.

came unlucky, and found forlune, wealth, 
and friends desert him. At length the once 
possessor of millions was seen wandering 
through the streels'of London, naked, fam- 
ished, and penniless; and, finally, he who 
had feasted emperors and fared sumplnously 
every day, died of absolute starvation in 
one of the miserable alleys of the great me- 
tropolis.

Wc 
do not say that there may nol be cases of 
diseased trees, in which, .is a remedial 
process, this may not be wise; but we 
should as soon think.pf slitting ibe skin on 
a boy's legs, or on caKes or colls, as a reg- 
ular part of a plan of rearing thein, as to 
slash the bark of sound and healthy trees. 
Bark-bound? What is lhat? Does the I 
inside of a tree grow fasler than the out- 
side ? When bark is slit is it looser around 
the whole trunk than it was before? when 
granulations have filled up this artificial 
channel, is not the bark just as tight as it 
was before ? Mark : we do not say lhat it 
is nol a good practice ; but only that wc do 

not yet understand what ihe benefit is. 
"W^hy, the bark bursts sometimes.'^ 
Yes, disease may thus affect it ; and when 

it does, cut, if necessary. 

"Does il do any harin ? Perhaps not, 

neither would it lo put a weathercock in the 

top of every iree, or to bury a black cat un- 
der the roots, or to mark each tree with 

talismanic signs. Is it worth while to do 

a thing just because it does no harm? 
"But when a tree is growing too fast, 

does it not need il?" Yes, if it can be 

shown that the bark, alburnum, <kc., do 

nol increase alike. That excitement which j T",M?u,ueTIl«,'' a'\^"*S 

increases the growth of one part of the tree • ' P""" 

will, as a general fact, increase the growth 
of *c\'ery other. In respect to the fruit and 
seed, doubtless particular manures will de- 
velope special properties. Bui is there ev- 
idence that such a thing takes place in re- 
spect to the various tissues of the wood, 
bark, &c.? 

"But if a tree be sluggish and bound, 
will it not help it?" Whatever excites a 
more vigorous circulation will be of advan- 
tage. Whether any supposed advantage 
from the knife arises in this way, we do 
not know. But a good scraping, or scour- 
ing off of llie whole body wilh sand, and 
then a pungent alkaline wash (soft soap di- 
luted with urine) would, we think, be belter 
for bark-bound trees than the whole tribe of 
slits; vertical, horizontal, zigzag or waved. 
But we should be glad to hear both the facts 
and reasonings on which the practice is 
founded, from some one who has implicit 
faith in ils virtues. — Western Farmer and 
Gardener. 

Engllsli Farmers* Laborers, 
The wages of the laborers in England 
are higher in the north, decreasing towards 
the south, until they fall to seven shillings 
per week. Their writers on statistics fix 
the average amount throughout the realm, 
at eight-and-six-pence, of which one-and- 
one-pcnce is weekly paid for cottage-rent, 
leaving only a shilling a day for the main- 
tainance, clothing, fuel and education of an 
entire family, 'i'heir destitution is, there- 
fore, no matter of surprise; for with that 
sum, it is impossible they could subsist 
without the charities provided by the care 
and bounty of the rich. 

The appearance of a stranger, and the 
nature of his visit, brought me to the ac- 
quaintance of the farmers who rent the 
lands of the proprietors, and employ labor- 
ers lo cultivate them. They hold the iniil; 
die rank in sociely. between the lordly 
great, and the humbly poor. They re- 
ceived me wilh great kindness in their 
houses, which are better supplied with con- 
veniences, but not as many of the luxuries 
of life, as are found in a log-cabin in Ken- 
tucky. 

On their tables was usually a joint of 
mutton or swine's fiesh, sometimes a fowl, 
potatoes or cabbage, followed by bread and 
cheese, accompanied tlirottghont wilh large 
polations of beer, and, on one occasion, 
wilh gooseberry wine. Their education 
sei tned limited lo the history of their own 
Kings, and the reading of papers, which 
they obtain at second hand. 

At the return of the season, the struggle 
is so great among the farmers to obtain 
lands, that the price of rent is enhanced be- 
yond their ahilily to pay. One of them 
told me there were forly-two compeiilors 
for those he cultivated ; that the proprietors 
oppressed the farmers, who, in turn, drove 
the laborers to the verge of starvation, and 
to Ametica, if they could pay their passage 
across the Adanlic.

The red kinds are seldom attacked 
rite sun and air freely let into the 
bushes, and rich ground, are sure preven- 
tives. Keep the branches from the ground, 
more especially when loaded wilh fruit. 
Probably there is no fruit shrub lhat bears 
so abundantly when properly cultivated, as 
this bush. The unripe berries may be 
preserved in a fresh stale through the winter 
in bottles filled up wilh cold or boiling 
water, corked and sealad tight, and placed 
in a cool cellar, and some say, burietl with 
the cork downwards. No fruits are more 
deserving of cultivation than the Lancashire 
Gooseberry and Dutch Currant, as they are 
for this purpose it can be kept in a kellle i immediate in coming inlo hearing, and 
on a portable furnace. It is said lhat .about the bushes so easily mulliplied. — Bangor 
one pint of this mixture will cover a square Courier. 
yard upon the outside of a house if proper- 
ly applied. Brushes more or less small 
may be used, according lo the neatness of 
the job required. It retains ils brilliancy 
for many years. Theie is nothing of the 
kind that will compare with it either for in- 
side or outside walls.

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Slitting tbc Bark of Trees. 

This is a practice very much followed 
by fruit raisers. Downing gives his sanc- 
tion to il. Mr. Pell, (New York.) famous 
for his orchards, includes it as a part of his 
system of orchard cultivation. Men talk 
of trees being bark-bound, <fec., and let out 
the bark on the same principle, we suppose, 
as mothers do the pantaloons of growing 
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
